Washington, Oct. 28.—The great 


battleship fleet which is to make 
its 


way from the Atlantic to the Pacific 
•will probably 
be 
commanded by a 


Vice Admiral, and that officer is now 
Rear Admiral Robley D. Evans. Of 
course this is conditional npon Con- 
gress giving its sanction to the pro- 
posal that will be made by the Ex- 
ecutive to establish this new rank in 
the navy. 


Rear Admiral Evans is going to 


sail in command of the most power- 
ful fleet that ever sailed under the 
American flag. Not only that he com- 
mands 
more battleships of modern 


type than any other naval officer in 
tlie world, and the only officer whose 
blue pennant floats over a more nu- 
merous fleet of all kinds of warships 
is Lord Charles Beresford, and he is 
of even greater rank than a Vice Ad- 
miral, being an Admiral, like Dewey. 


On this cruise~the American fleet 


is to touch in many foreign ports, and 
is to exchange courtesies with foreign 
fleets in several places. The Ameri- 
can commander, supposing he is re- 
taining his present title of Rear Ad- 
miral, would be outranked, for the 
navies of all of these countries con- 
tain officers of the grade of Vice Ad- 
miral, which would make the Amer- 
ican commander's position humiliat- 
ang. 
Admiral Evans 
retires 
next 


August, so the office would be of short 
duration. 


The President of the United States 


AS the Commander-in-Chief of bo 
jthe army and the navy, is presumed 
to be the only one entitled to 
the 


highest titles, and therefore the ranks 
of General, Lieutenant General, 
Ad- 


miral and Vice JSlmiral have been 
•very unfrequently worn by military 
and naval chieftains. 


Jn the navy the distinguished offi- 


ceiv of the Revolution and War of 
1812 received the courtesy 
title of 


Commodore but the grade itself was 
not created until 1857, and corres- 
ponded with the grade of Brigadier 
General in the army. Five years later 
the grade of Rear Admiral was cre- 
ated, and in 1864 Congress passed an 
act enabling the President to promote 
one Rear Admiral to the rank of Vice 
Admiral. This was done as an honor 
to David G. Farragut, who was the 
first American Vice Admiral. In 1866 
Congress further provided for the cre- 
ation of a full Admiral. 
Farragut 


"was advanced to the rank and David 
D. Porter succeeded him as Vice Ad- 
jniral. 
The law provided for 
the 


abolishment of the grades as soon as 
they became vacant, 
and 
therefore 


Paragut and Porter are Evans's only 
ipredecessors in the grade to which 
at is proposed to advance him.

three world's championships as a pu- 
gilist, thus breaking the record. The 
middleweight championship he won so 
many years ago that he has forgotten 
the date. The heavyweight champion- 
ship fell to him ten years ago at Car- 
son City, Nev., when he knocked out 
Jim Corbett in the fourteenth round 
by obeying the then Mrs. Fitz's orders 
to "soak Mm in the slats." delivering 
the world famed solar plexus plunk 
that made Corbett a has-been. Then, 
in his forty-first year, this aged gladia- 
tor won the light heavyweight cham- 
pion^hip of the world by defeatin 
George Gardner. 


When you reflect that Fitz is not a 


heavyweight: at all and never was. 
lacking enough pounds to be. his per- 
formance5; take on a new significance. 
He has gene out of his class repeated- 
ly and walloped bigger men to a stand- 
still, or, rather, to a lay down. That 
is a part of the reason why Fitz is a 
fighting wonder

The Fitz head is small and mainly 


hafrless. This baldness once prompted 
a stage comedian to crack a joke at 
the expense of the fighter, who was In 
the audience. 


"Fitz is as strong as Samson," said 


the comedian. 


"Don't believe St." replied the doubt- 


ing actor. 


"Well, if Fitz can bring down the 


house without any hair on his head, 


u^l luluk \\Imt lie Cuulvl uu If u£ IiS.<a 
hair like Samson's." 


Fitz was originally a Cornishman, ac- 


cording to birth, but he is now alto- 
gether an American. lie blaeksmithed 
in New Zealand and whipped every- 
body in Australia before he came to 
the United States, which he adopted 
as his permanent country. He began 
his fighting career in Corn-wall, where 
he dropped every man he went up 
against 
He still drops his "b's" in 


British manner, but he has picked up 
more than enough American slang to 
make up for that. He has conquered 
three continents, held three champion- 
ships, and now her takes high art into 
his camp. 


Authority on Geography. 


Though Fitz, like all pugilists and all 


pugilistic writers, employs the ring 
slang when he talks pugilism, he can 
write good English. His book. "Phys- 
ical Culture and Self Defense." is said 
to have been printed just as he wrote 
it, and it will pass muster in a ladies' 
seminary. At his home he has a large 
library room on the first floor stocked 
•with standard authors. 
He has full 


sets of Victor Hngo. Balzac, Kipling 
and other world's champions in liter- 
ature, nnd he reads them too. But his 
favorite reading relates to geography 
and travel. One of his friends, a fel- 
low of the Royal Geographical society, 
declares that Fitz is an authority on 
geographical matters. 


Most persons perhaps would not look 


for a moral to adorn a tale of a pu- 
gilist, but there is one in the case of 
Fitzsirnruons. How did he keep him- 
self in such fine physical condition as 
to win the heavyweight championship, 
though himself a mere middleweight, 
when he was several years beyond the 
age at which most pugilists lose their 
fighting power? 
Le?t Fite himself an- 


swer: 


"Most pugilists are down and out at 


thirty. It's the old story of wine, wo- 
man and song. 
A fighter can't go 


round tanking up in saloons and dis- 
sipating and be fit for fight. I'm all 
right because I've always lived a good 
family life. 
There's nothing like a 


gooJ family life for keeping a man 
in condition, and I advise all young 
men to get married as soon as they 
can. 
When you have a home and 


some kids it'll keep you out of an aw- 
ful lot of trouble." 


Not a Fake Fighter. 


Another thing, Fitz always fought 


fair. There was no fake about Fitz 
He says himself that it was a good 
thing that prize fighting was knocked 
out in New York state, because many 
managers were crooked and fighters 
put up fnke exhibitions. When Fitz 
was training at Carson City for his 
championship fight with Corbett a 
man from the Corbett quarters went 
over to Fitz's place shortly before the 
date for the battle. 


"Here. Fitz; this man has been with 


Corbett a good deal. 
Suppose you 


have him tell you bow Corbett fights." 


Before the Corbett friend could pro 


test Fitz spoke up: 


"I don't want to hear him. It 


wouldn't be fair." 


Like Sullivan, Corbett and others of 


the "profesh," Fitz has essayed the 
role of actor. H!s present wife. No. 2, 
who was Miss Julia May Gifford. was 
a musical comedy singer before her 
marriage. Both the Fitzsimmonses ap- 
peared in "A Fight For Love." where- 
in Bob made a horseshoe, shod a horse, 
walloped the villain and brought down 
the house. But it is in his home life 
that Fitz shines most resplendently. 
A year "or so ago he bought a farm 
near Dunellen, N. J.. with a house 
somewhat like an ancient castle and a 
cozy lodge at the gate. There be in 
stalled his books nnd his boxing para- 
phernalia and settled down to grow 
old gracefully. There are several small 
Fitzes to make home interesting. His 
children call him "papa" to his face 
and "Fitz" to his friends. 


The familiar picture of Fitzsimmons 


on the sporting pages shows him with 
huge freckles all over his body. He 
used to be noted as the only man on 
earth with freckles on top of the head, 
another championship distinction. But 
of late years Fitz in some mysterious 
manner has got rid of his freckles, so 
th.nt the Borglum marble which 3.000 
years hence will preserve him to ad- 
miring posterity will be of pure nnd 
spotless white, like his ring record.

Governor's Secretary Enjoyed 
. 
Thrilling Balloon Voyage. 


LITTLE TIME » TO LOOK UP 


Attention of the People Riveted On 
•" the 
Approaching 
City 
Elections. 


Former Senator Austin's Right to 
Practice Law Questioned—Uniform 
Divorce Law—State Affairs. 


Columbus, O-, Oct. 28.—Until mu- 


nicipal elections are over there will be 
little doing of public interest. Nothing 
short of another balloon race will 
cause the people to look up as they 
did last week, so I take the liberty of j 
furnishing my readers the substance i 
of a conversation in the governor's 
office after a balloon went sailing over 
the. statehouse. 


The balloon races starting from St. 


Louis the past week and the transit of 
•everaJ 'of these aerial craft over the 
•tate of Ohio caused Samuel J. Flick- 
Ihger. secretary to Governor Harris, 
to become reminiscent about his ex-

perience in balloon voyagiag. When 
Mr. Flickinger was engaged in news- 
paper work in Colum'jus he made a 
trip in a balloon for the purpose of 
•writing a newspaper article on the ex- 
perience. Speaking of that incident in 
his career he said: "We went up from 
the statehonse grounds • and landed 
down in Perry county. We left about 
2 o'clock in the afternoon and were 
down in time for supper. It's the 
greatest thing in the world. 
There 


is nothing like it. They always carry a 
lot of little-bags of sand along, about 
the size of a salt sack. When they 
want to" go tinTSrglier" fhey^throw out 
come of the s*i*i, and when they want 
to, come down they let out gas. They 
have, to go up and down that way un- 
tilthey find the air current going in 
the right direction. Sometimes a bal- 
loon will get in a dead ca1-ji, just like 
a sailing boat on the octza. It will 
kind of circle around, but get nowhere. 
When they want real quick action to 
find out whether they are going up or 
down, they tear off a bit of paper and 
throw it out. The paper hangs in the 
air, and if it is under trie balloon "the 
balloon is going up, but if it is above 
the balloon the balloon is going down. 
They carry a barometer, but some- 
times that is too slow. You can't tell 
from tlier ground, and when they have 
to know real quick, they use the pa- 
per. 
There is nothing like it in the 


world. You don't travel. The earth 
does that. It just glides under you. 
When you go up the earth drops and 
when you come down the earth goes 
tip. There is no sense of motion. You 
don't feel any wind, because you are 
a part of it and offer no resistance 
to it"

Something of a sensation was cre- 


ated by the recent charge that ex- 
Senator I* Li. H. Austin of Toledo was 
not regularly admitted to practice lav/. 
It was charged that in 1S04. when 
Lawson B. Emerson was clerk of su- 
preme court, a man named Austin 
from Canton, but with different in- 
itials, took the examination in -June 
and passed. The record seemed to 
indicate erasures of a suspicious na- 
ture, and over them the name of I*. L. 
H. Austin appears. Mr. Austin ap- 
peared Oct. 24 in supreme court to 
amswer the inquiry as to how he came 
Into possession of a certificate to 
practice law in Ohio. He talked free- 
ly about the matter and maintained 
.that he was regularly admitted at the 
December examination in 1904. The 
record shows that he pased the exam- 
ination, and he is in possession of the 
certificate of the court signed by Law- 
son Emerson. The fact that none of 
his credentials are on file he cau not 
explain, but declares that they were 
filed, and he will be able to produce 
witnesses proving that statement. The 
hearing was ifeld in open court, and 
after a statement of both Senator Aus- 
tin and his attorney, the court granted 
a stay until Thursday, Nov. 7, to pro- 
duce his testimony. 


Mr. Austin's name appears as a 


member of the class passing the bar 
examination in December, 1004. Among 
the members of that class were Free- 
man T. Eagleson of Cambridge, speak- 
er pro tern of the house, of representa- 
tives; State Senator W. H. Mock of 
Dayton and Joseph F. Sawicki. Cleve- 
land, now member of The house of rep- 
resentatives. The examination was 
held a few months after Eagleson and 
Austin served their first term in the 
legislature together. If irregularities 
are proved, Mr. Austin is equally guil- 
ty under the law with the person who 
altered th« court Journal, and subject 


to the penalty of 20 years in the pen- 
itentiary. Lawson Emerson denies all 
knowledge of the transaction. He de- 
clares positively that there was never 
the slightest irregularity in the rec- 
ords while he was clerk of the su- 
preme court. 


Charles L,. Austin, who 
registered 


from Canton when he passed the bar 
examination, is practicing law in 
Cleveland. 
• • * 


Among many other matters to come 


before the legislature at the session 
next year will be that of uniform di- 
vorce laws, as advocated by the na- 
tional divorce congress, which met last 
year in Philadelphia. The Ohio dele- 
gates to that convention have just re- 
ceived copies of the proposed uniform 
divorce bill, which it is iuiviiuuti ii> 
submit to the legislatures of all the 
states in the Union. Three radical 
changes in the present Ohio law are 
made in the bill. Xo divorce would 
become absolute, so as to permit re- 
marriage, untii a year after the decree 
is entered; there could be no uncon- 
tested cases, and there would be a 
form of divorce known as divorce 
"from bed and board," under which 
there would be a separation without a 
dissolution of the bonds of matrimony. 
The new bill provides that the plain- 
tiff in a divorce case must have lived 
in the state two years. The present 
Ohio law makes one year sufficient. 
The law also provides that the causes 
for divorce must arise within the state. 
This would prevent removal to an- 
other state for the purpose of securing 
a divorce, a practice which has given 
South Dakota a great deal of notoriety. 
Absolute 
; divorce, or divorce "a vin- 


culo," would be granted for six causes, 
unfaithfulness, bigamy, conviction for 
crime and imprisonment for two years, 
extreme cruelty, willful desertion for 
two years and habitual drunkenness 
for two years. Divorces from bed and 
board, or divorce "a mensa," would be 
granted for these six causes and one 
additional, hopeless insanity of 
the 


husband. 
The new proposed law pro- 


vides that no divorce shall be granted 
where it appears to the satisfaction of 
the court that the suit was brought by 
collusion, or that the plaintiff has pro- 
cured or connived at the 
offense 


charged, or has condoned it. It is pro- 
vided that decrees given 
in 
other 


states shall be recognised in Ohio, 
but that if a resident of Ohio goes to 
another state, and there secures a di- 
vorce for causes which arose is this 
state, such a divorce shall be of no 
effect and not valid within Ohio.

former members of the bridge trust, 
brought in nearly all the counties of 
the state tlirsugh the activities of 
Frank S. Monuett of -Columbus and 
Hal, C.. DeRan p£, Fremont Tlie , de- 
cision puts a new interpretation on 
the Burns law, under which the suits 
were brought, and holds that the 
county can not recover. 
The case 


was that of Hunt, prosecuting attor- 
ney 
of 
Sandusky county, against 


Fronizer, agent for the B«llefontaine 
Bridge company. 
Hunt alleged the 


commissioners of 
the county had 


awarded a contract to Fronizer for 
the building of a bridge without first 
securing from the auditor of the 
county a statement to the effect that 
the funds necessary for the construc- 
tion were in hand within the mean- 
ing .of th'e law. He therefore sued to 
recover for the county the amount 
so expended, $1,931. The circuit court 
held that recovery could not be made 
and the supreme court affirms that 
judgment.

At the state conference of charities 


and corrections held at Bellefontaiue, 
James A. Leonard of Mansfield, super- 
intendent of the Ohio reformatory, 
who is president of the conference, 
declared the laws of Ohio are too 
stringent toward the evildoer. In an 
address he delivered before the con- 
vention he said that fully one-third of 
the persons confined in the reform- 
atory at Mansfield ought not to be 
there. "I do not make the charge of 
illegal commitment, for that is not the 
case, but I wish there was a law by 
which judges might suspend sentences 
in certain cases and avoid the neces- 
sity of sending young men to prison 
when a lecture and proper advice 
would work the same reform."

R. W. Dttnlap, state dairy and food 


commissioner, is sending an impor- 
tant circular to the drug and grocery 
trade of the state.
